Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  t-c  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1967° 

Whilst  preparing  the  report  for  this  year  the  opportunity  was  taken 
of  delving  into  the  last  67  years  back, to  the  start  of  the  century,  in  order 
that  the  report  of  the  Belper  Rural  District  can  he  as  full  as  possible,  and 
also  for  the  report  to  provide  a useful  landmark  in  the  future  and  a reminder 
that  1967  was  the  last  full  year  of  the  Authority  with  an  acreage  of  4-8,074 
and  an  estimated  Mid-Year  population  of  38,300° 


Several  pages  have  been  prepared  both  of  figures  and  graphs  v/hich 
show  besides  the  increase  of  population  ana  housing  details  based  on  the 
Census  figures,  also  details  of  the  health  or  rather  bad  health  when  infectious 
diseases  such  as  smallpox  and  typhoid  were  the  every  day  duties  of  the  Department 
before  a mains  supply  of  water,  modern  drainage,  innoculations  and  vaccinations 
brought  us  to  todays  accepted  state  of  relative  good  health  and  long  life. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  district 
as  at  June  1967,  was  38,300,  an  increase  of  280  over  that  for  1966.  In 
estimating  the  population,  the  Registrar  General  states  that  account  has  been 
taken  on  one  final  figures  produced  by  the  Census  carried  out  in  April  1961, 
and  also  the  10%  sample  census  carried  cut  in  1966. 

The  total  number  cf  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
636,  a decrease  of  4 on  the  1966  figures. 

Deaths  occurring  in  1967  amounted  to  3^3?  (i°e,  197  males  and  196 
females),  43  more  than  last  year  when  the  total  was  made  up  of  181  males  and 
169  females. 

Deaths  from  cancer  cf  all  sites  increased  to  80,  25  more  than  last 
year.  This  represents  20 .3$  of  the  total  deaths  registered  and  lung  cancer 
was  classed  as  being  responsible  for  21  deaths,  an  increase  of  7 on  the  previous 
year's  figures.  Heart  diseases  caused  134  deaths,  that  is  34%  of  the  total 
deaths  registered,  and  vascular  lesions  caused  64  deaths,  16.^  of  the  total. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18. 3 for  England  and  Wales  was  again 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  The  general  trend  was  also 
reflected  in  this  area  with  a rate  of  14° 1 per  thousand  live  births. 

A total  of  471  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
during  the  year,  made  up  as  follows  433  Measles,  3 Scarlet  Fever,  20  Whooping 
Cough,  3 Erysipelas,  2 Paratyphoid  Fever,  1 Dysentery,  6 Tuberculosis  Respiratory, 
3 Tuberculosis  Non-Re spir at cry.

The  two  notifications  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  investigated 
by  my  staff  for  several  months  and  all  Suspected  foods  were  examined  for  the 
possible  cause  of  the  illness.  The  only  possible  clue  may  have  been  that 
the  casual  organism  Salmonella  Paratyphoid  B Phage  Type  Battersea  50  has 
in  the  pas^  been  isolated  in  domestic  animals*  Samples  of  this  possible 
source  were  found  however  to  be  negative  and  it  is  not  considered  that 
there  is  a great  risk  from  the  keeping  of  pets,  as  long  as  the  elementary 
precautions  of  washing  hands  after  touching  animals  are  carried  out.  This 
naturally  applies  to  all  domestic  pets  with  the  added  warning  that  cats  and 
dogs  must  have  their  own  Vwls  and  utensils  for  rutting  up  their  meat,  fish  etc. 

A national  programme  for  vaccination  of  all  susceptible  children 
against  Merles  has  now  been  ■ Dmrcenced.  As  a first  step  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  are  h ■ in  this  campaign  by  arranging  for  all  susceptible 

children  between  their  fourth  and  seventh  birthdays  to  have  this  vaccination, 
either  at  County  Council  Clini' s,  or  at  their  families  own  doctor.  I wish 
to  recommend  all  parents  t - agree  to  this  scheme  as  about  1 in  every  15  persons 
with  Measles  suffers  from  a potentially  serious  complication. 

I am  again  pleased  to  report  that  further  "Health  Education"  lectures 
were  given  in  196?°  Further  details  are  given  in  Mr.  Stanworth* s section  of 
the  report,  but  for  myself  I wish  tc  say  how  we  gladly  accept  any  invitations 
to  give  talks  or  lectures  to  any  type  or  size  of  audience.  The  use  of  visual 
aids  i.e.  films  and  film  strips  certainly  add  to  the  presentation. 

I have  once  again,  Ladi.es  and  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  ^he  Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  f )r  their  sympathetic  consideration  of  proposals  laid 
before  them  during  the  year.  I have  also  tc  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  and  District  Nurses  for  their  help  and 
co-operation,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  their  support  and  assistance  and  in  particular  to  the  staff  of  my  Department 
for  the  amount  of  extra  ical  work  involved  in  the  transfer  of  part  of  the 
district  to  Derby  County  Borough  Council  under  the  Derby  Order,  1968,  carried  oi 
in  addition  to  the  usual  routine  work  of  the  year.

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  COMPOSITION  OF  THE  AREA., 


The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  in  the  south  of  Derbyshire  and 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Matlock  and  the  Chesterfield 
Rural  District,  on  the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Derby,  the  South  East 
Derbyshire  Rural  District  and  the  Repton  Rural  District,  on  the  east  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Alfreton,  Ripley,  Heanor  and  Ilkeston  Borough,  and  on  the 
west  by  the  Wirksworth  Urban  and  Ashbourne  Rural  Districts „ The  altitude 
of  the  area  varies  considerably  from  150s  0e Do  at  Darley  Abbey  in  the  south 
to  1,000®  0CD»  in  the  north  at  Ashleyhay.  The  River  Derwent  entering  the 
rural  district  at  Lea  Wood  on  the  260  feet  contour,  flows  .from  north  to 
south  dividing  the  area  fairly  equally  into  east  and  west.  The  eastern 
parishes  are  where  the  industries  are  found  and  the  residential  and 
agricultural  parishes  are  sited  chiefly  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river, 

A circle  of  approximately  10  miles  radius,  struck  from,  the 
Council  Offices,  encloses  the  28  parishes  which  are  under  the  Council’s 

administration. 

Representation  on  the  Rural  District  Council  varies,  one  parish 
sending  four  councillors  and  in  another  instance  one  representative  sits 
for  two  parishes.  The  total  representation  is  34  councillors,

The  principal  local  industries  are  Deep  Coal  Mining,  Wire  Drawing, 
Colour  Pigment  Manufacture,  Pottery  and  China  Ware  making  and  decoration.

DEATHS . 


During  the  year  393  deaths  we re  registered  (197  Males  and  196  Females), 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  therefore  stands  at  10,v26  per  1,000  population. 
This  figure  must  be  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  G-eneral  to  make  allowances  for  the  way  in  which  sex  and  age  distribution 
of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

In  addition  the  death  rate  comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically 
to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  each  area. 

When  the  crude  death  rate  is  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability 
factor,  it  is  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with 
the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 

The  Comparability  Factor  for  this  area  is  1-05  and  the  Crude 
Death  Rate  when  multiplied  by  the  Factor,  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of 
10o73* 


Cancer  was  responsible  for  80  deaths  (35  Males  and  45  Females) 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  w as  classed  as  responsible  for  64 
deaths  (33  Males  and  31  Females)  and  coronary  disease  (angina)  caused 
86  deaths » Taking  all  heart  diseases  together  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  these  diseases  was  134  (78  Males  and  56  Females), 

Bronchitis  was  the  cause  of  9 deaths  (14  in  1966)  and  Pneumonia 
caused  14  deaths  (ll  in  19 66).  There  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza,  and 
deaths  from  Other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system"  numbered  1. 

It  is  with,  regret  that  I have  to  report  that  there  were  2 deaths 
from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis*  It  had  been  hoped  that  last  year's  figure 
of  no  Tuberculosis  deaths  could  have  been  repeated.  In  fact  there  were 
three  more  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  in  patients  making  a total  of 
9 cases  as  compared  with  only  6 cases  reported  in  IS 66.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  slight  increase  of  deaths  and  notifications  will  not  be  continued. 

The  importance  of  early  diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis  by  making  use. 
of  the  free  X-Ray  Mobile  Clinics  from  time  to  time  cannot  be  emphasised  any 
more  clearly.

B,C.G-c  Vaccination. 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  cne  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the  other, 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year*  The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest 
Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children 
of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards,  and  here  I would  like  to  comment  that 
there  is  a marked  reluctance  on  the  parents  part  to  agree  to  their  children 
being  given  this  very  worthwhile  examination  and  test. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  nCNjNISATIQN. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  since 
1946,  and  none  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.B.S.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer,  who 
ha^  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria  Immunisations 
carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  is  as  follows 

Primary  Immunisations 
Booster  Injections 

This  gives  a further  decrease  of  primary  immunisations  compared  with  the 
figures  for  1966  and  128  less  than  the  figures  for  19 65,  but  the  booster 
injections  were  143  up  as  compared  with  last  year's  figures  of  585  • 

.POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  Confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their 
children  for 'Vaccination.  This  statement,  is  underlined  by  the  fact  that  at 
the  time  of  preparing  this  report,  several  cases  have  been  reported  in  other 
parts  of  the  country. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOPPING-  C0NSK  AND  YE  LUTS . 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic,  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given 
after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT , 1948  - SECTION  47. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT , 19517 

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  who?- 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being  aged 
and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year. 
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EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (COMMONLY  CALLED  SMEAR  TESTS  FOR  CANCER  OF 

THE  NECK  OF  THE  WOMB) . 


Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytology 
in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus , and  since 
the  29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of 
their  medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination  at  certain 
County  Council  Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at: 

Belper  Clinic,  Field  Lane,  Helper, 

Derby  Clinic,  Cathedral  Road,  Derby, 

Matlock  Clinic,  Lime  G-rov*  Walk,  Matlock, 

Ripley  Clinic,  Derby  Road,  Ripley, 

Anyone  requiring  this  examination  should  contact  the  Health  Visitor  at 
any  of  these  Clinics, 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  and  .it  has  been  agreed  that  the  patient's  own 
doctor  should  have  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to  collect  the 
smears  himself  or  to  let  this  be  done  by  one  of  the  medical  officers 
employed  at  a County  Council  Clime, 

SUPERANNUATION  ACTS  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  16  medical  examinations  were  carried 
out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted  to  the 
Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes,  Of  this  number  11  were  office  staff 
and  5 were  manual  workers,

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct 
to  the  Laboratory^  and  the  results  are  not  coimnunicated  to  this  Department 
except  when  a positive  result  leads  to  a notification  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations, 
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HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  G-reen  Lane,  Derby.

The  table  below  indicates  how  infectious  disease  notifications  have 
changed  over  the  past  60  years  with  emphasis  now  on  the  less  serious 
diseases.  The  tables  for  notifications  for  19b?  are  given  on  pages  15-17, 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  way  back  in  1901  it  was  necessary 
on  several  occasions  tc  close  schools  because  of  infectious  diseases. 

Darley  Abbey  School  was  closed  on  account  cf  Whooping  Cough } Crick  National 
School  was  closed  because  of  a Measles  Epidemic,  At  Horsley  Wocdhouse  and 
Smalley,  the  schools  were  closed  for  a whole  month  because  of  a Scarlet 
Fever  Epidemic, 


With  death  often  following  in  the  wake  of  an  infectious  disease 
epidemic  in  the  early  1900 9 s „ strict  isolation  cf  patients  and  their  contacts 
was  essential,  A report  for  1906  reveals  chat  a person  was  fined  5/"  plus 
costs  for  wilfully  exposing  an  infectious  person  in  Duffieid.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  196?. 

The  only  important  piece  of  nqw  legislation  was  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets,  Stalls,  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966,  which  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  January,  1967.  There  are  no  markets  or  stalls  in  this 
district  and  the  Inspectors  were  concerned  only  with  delivery  vehicles  and 
ensuring  that  they  comply  with  the  requirements  dealing  with  cleanliness  and 
the  hygienic  handling  of  food. 

The  sewering  of  villages  continues  arid  emphasis  was  placed  on 
the  need  to  further  reduce  the  number  of  pail  closets.  The  work  of  persuading 
owners  to  provide  bathrooms  at  the  same  time  continues,  and  much  of  the  work 
carried  out  has  been  done  with  the  assistance  of  an  improvement  grant.  This 
procedure  will  be  followed  for  some  time  before  the  Council  is  recommended 
to  use  their  legal  powers  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to 
enforce  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets.  When  a public  sewer 
becomes  available  within  100  feet  of  any  premises  served  by  a septic  tank  or  a 
cesspool,  the  owner  and  occupier  are  informed  that,  after  six  months  notice,  free 
emptying  of  the  settling  tank  or  cesspool  will  not' be  available.  The  sewering 
of  these  villages  runs  at  a high  cost  per  dwelling,  and  occasionally  an  owner 
refuses  to  connect  to  the  new  sev/er,  and  no  enforcement  action  can  be  taken 
unless  a public  health  nuisance  can  be  proved  in  connection  with  the  existing 
drainage  disposal. 

Improvement  grant  works  continue  at  the  same  steady  rate,  still  with 
the  majority  of  applications  coming  from  owner-occupiers.  The  recent 
government  white  paper  aims  at  obtaining  more  improvement  works  to  tenanted 
properties  and  with  the  suggestion  of  higher  limits  of  grant,  it  may  well  be  that 
applicants  will  delay  action,  but  the  time  between  the  white  paper  and  the 
suggestions  becoming  law  could  be  considerable,  A great  deal  of  publicity  has 
been  given  to  improvement  grants,  and  much  Inspectors'  time  is  given  to  advising 
prospective  applicants,  inspecting  properties,  sampling  water,  and  testing 
drainage  systems. 


The  collection  of  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  pail  closets  is  now 
fairly  well  established  as  a weekly  service,  the  only  difficult  periods  being 
following  bank  holiday  week-ends,  and  when  teams  are  depleted  by  sickness  and 
annual  holidays.  This  problem  will  be  more  acute  following  the  loss  of  ten 
workmen  to  Derby  County  Borough  Council,  because  the  inter-change  of  workmen 
between  teams  is  more  difficult  with  the  reduced  numbers . 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
for  human  consumption  declined  in  number,  because  of  the  foot  and  mouth 
disease  epidemic,  but  the  inspections  which  were  carried  out  had  usually  to  he 
done  at  short  notice,  because  animals  were  moved  under  licence  and  were  quickly 
dispatched. 
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The  Department  continues  to  receive  occasional  complaints  about 
articles  of  food  which  are  not  up  to  standard  or  are  contaminated.  Thorough 
investigation  follows , and  the  suppliers  and  manufacturers  concerned  always 
give  complete  co-operation  in  attempting  to  find  the  cause,  and  in  many  cases 
the  enquiry  has  led  to  a change  in  processing,  packing,  handling  or  storing. 

We  usually  issue  a warning  following  report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee,  aa 
I cannot  recollect  a complaint  being  received  on  a second  occasion,  and  most 
firms  are  sufficiently  jealous  of  their  reputation  to  take  all  reasonable  step 
to  prevent  a recurrence  of  contamination  or  deterioration. 

The  established  policy  of  food  hygiene  education  has  been  to 
offer  instructional  talks  to  senior  schools  and  other  organisations,  and 
appreciation  of  this  has  been  expressed  by  head  teachers  and  secretaries. 

Travelling  caravan  dwellers  visiting  this  district  are  few  in  number 
but  when  they  arrive  the  usual  problems  of  a questionable  water  supply  and 
inadequate  sanitary  arrangements  at  their  roadside  grass  verge  sites  are  obvior 
Complaints  are  received  from  parish  councillors  and  neighbouring  residents,  bin 
little  can  be  done  by  the  Inspectors  except  persuade  them  to  move,  and  then  a 
cleansing  operation  has  often  to  follow.  It  is  doubtful  whether  even  a provi 
site  would  solve  the  problem,  but  at  least  the  Inspectors  would  be  able  to  dir 
them  to  a site,  and  require  them  to  vacate  the  grass  verges. 

I thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  the  sympathetic  way  an  which  schemes  and  reports  are  received,  and  the 
other  officers  and  members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation.

The  whole  of  the  district  is  corereA  by  the  Council's  direct  labour 
schema  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse*  the  emptying  of  pail  closets,  and 
the  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  septic  tanks » 

House  Refuse  Collection* 


The  seven  districts  into  which  th®  area  is  divided  for  the  purpose 
of  house  refuse  collection  have  varying  gises  of  teams,  depending  on  th©  extent 
to  which  the  districts  are  built  up.  The  western  parishes  team  comprises 
two  men  only  with  one  lorry,  because  of  th®  scattered  nature  of  the  properties 
served,  whereas  for  Alleatr*®,  Barley  Abbey,  and  part  of  Qu&rndon  there  are 
two  teams,  each  ©gnsisting  .of  a driwar-loa&er  and  four  o©ll©etors  with  th® 
latest  types  of  lorry  which  compact  the  load.  Th®  remainder  of  Qu&rndon  with 
Duffield,  employs  one  lorry  with  a driver-loader  and  two  collectors  but  on© 
additional  loader  divides  his  times  between  these  three  teams.  The  northern 
district  employs  eight  men  on  one  large  capacity  and  on©  smaller  capacity 
lorry  to  facilitate  the  collection  in  th©  many  steep  and  narrow  lanes  which  have 
to  be  negotiated  and  for  this  reason  the  district  cannot  be  easily  divided  into 
two  separate  collecting  area®.  On©  workman  in  the  northerns'  area  who  assisted  in 
several  capacities  has  now  left  the  service  of  th®  Council  and  been  replaced,  the 
new  employs®  being  mainly  engaged  on  house  ref ms®  collection,  but  allowing  for 
the  occasional  transfer  of  workmen  to  deal  with  th©  ever  increasing  task  of 
emptying  cesspools.  The  eastern  parishes  are  served  by  two  teams,  each 
consisting  of  a driver-loader  and  four  collectors,  now  satisfactoiuly  working 
ifr  th©  incentive  bonus  scheme. 


The  total,  labour  fore®  of  35  men,  under  the  ,con#3|bl.  of  a General  Foreman, 
employed  on  house  refuse  collection,  have  eight  lorries  in  constant  use,  working 
from  three  depots,  Grist,  Duffield  and  Kilbura,  and  one  spare  lorry  is  kept*'" 
licensed  for  use  in  th©  event  of  break-down  or  repair  and  maintenance  on  other 
vehicles. 

Refuse  Tips. 


There  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  tipping  rights  in  th®  eastern 
parishes,  and  consequently  the  Barley  Abbey  tip  continued  to  receive  all  the 
refuse  from  Allas tree,  Barley  Abbey,  Qu&rndon,  Duffield,  th®  scattered  western 
parishes,  and  the  eastern  district.  The  full-time  tip  attendant  is  mainly 
engaged  at  Darley  Abbey,  but  makes  weekly  visits  to  the  tip  at  the  Old  Ganister 
Workings,  Inns  Lane,  South  Wingfield,  where  all  the  house  refuse  from  th©  northern 
area  is  tipped.  We  have  retained  tipping  rights  at  Hilt's  Quarry,  Crieh,  by 
virtue  of  paying  a small!,  rent,  and  were  glad  to  use  this  tip  during  the  foot  and 
mouth  epidemic  because  of  the  need  to  cross  a common  road  at  South  Wingfield  which 
is  across  agricultural  land. 

Salvage  Collection. 


One  full-time  paper  baler  was  employed  on  the  manual  baling  press  at 
the  Duffield  Depot-  and  a limited  amount  was  also  baled  at  Crieh.

Th©  number  of  pail  closets  to  b«  emptied  has  been  slightly  reduced  beoaus® 
of  conversions  to  water  closets,  but  the  driver  and  loader  engaged  on  this  work  h&x© 
had  an  increa.se  in  the  proportion  of  time  spent  on  emptying  cesspools  and  during 
most  weeks  hav©  to  be  assisted  towards  the  end  of  the  week  to  deal  with  the 
applications  for  cesspool  emptying. 

Cost  of  Scavenging. 

The  gross  cost  of  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  nightsoil 
collection  and  cesspool  emptying  for  the  'fear  ended  31st  larch,  1968,  totalled 
£51,271.0.0^^- An  insoa*  ©f  £320,0.9d.,  from  cesspool  emptying, refuse  tipping  fees, 
trade  refuse  ^charges  etc.,  gives  a nett  expenditure  ©f  £50, 951*0. Od. , the-  equivalent 
of  a rate  of  ace  in  the  pound,  or  an  average  cost  of  £3 c 14.04. , per  house  for 
the  year. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


Many  more  requests  were  received  this  year  for  various  talks  to  be 
given  to  groups  of  people,  and  all  requests  were  met-  This  side  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector's  duties  will  in  future  years  become  of  more  importance  and 
the  emphasis  on  hygiene  generally  will  mean  a greater  effort  in  enlarging 
the  knowledge  of  the  public  generally  and  food  handlers  in  particular. 

The  subjects  of  the  talks  ranged  from: 

"How  Your  Local  Council  Look  After  Ycur  Health", 
to  "Food  Hygiene  - At  home  and  in  the  Shops” „ 

Talks  were  again  given  to  the  senior  pupils  of  both  Heanor  G-ate 
and  Allestree  Woodlands  Secondary  Schools,  just  before  they  left  school 
to  start  work  and  these  talks  are  now  accepted  by  both  headmasters  as  a 
useful  additional  subject  for  their  school  leavers. 

In  addition,  talks  were  given  to  Belper  Rotary  Club,  Belper 
and  District  Butchers  Association  and  a Womens’  Organisation  at  Ripley. 

By  far  the  most  important  series  of  three  lectures  was  to  the 
pupils  attending  the  Derby  District  College  of  Technology  for  the 
"Certificate  in  Food  Hygiene  and  Handling  of  Food"  run  by  the  Royal  Institute 
of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene „ 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AID  SUPERVISION  OF  FOCD  SUPPLIES c 

Slaughterhouses . 


There  are  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  One 
which  was  formerly  used  in  connection  with  the  wholesale  trade  has  not 
been  used  since  19 63.  One  deals  with  pigs  only  and  is  also  a bacon  and 
pork  products  factory.  One  kills  for  the  occupier’s  own  retail  trade  and 
also  for  the  wholesale  trade,  and  on  almost  every  week-end  during  the  year 
an  Inspector  had  to  visit  and  inspect  carcases  on  either  Saturday  evening 
or  Sunday.  The  other  three  slaughterhouses  deal  with  animals  for  the 
retail  trade,  one  of  them  being  used  by  three  retail  batchers  killing 
animals  for  their  own  Trade,  and  thus  making  good  use  of  the  slaughterhouse 
on  separate 'days. 


Meat  Inspection. 


Implementation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19°3  continued 
satisfactorily,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  again  lOO^c  inspection  was 
maintained  for  all  classes  of  animals  without  calling  in  any  outside  help. 

Accounts  totalling  £592,I7»10d.  were  submitted  to  the  occupiers 
of  slaughterhouses  for  the  fees  chargeable  f or  inspections  carried  out 
during  the  year,  which  re-coups  the  Council  in  part  for  the  time  spent  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors  on  meat  inspection. 

Since  the  31st  October,  i960,  it  has  been  illegal  to  remove  any 
carcase  from  a slaughterhouse  until  it  has  been  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector 
and  stamped  with  his  official  mark. 

The  present  arrangements  for  times  of  slaughtering  are  operating 
satisfactorily  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  exercise  official  control 
over  hours  of  slaughtering  by  making  any  control  orders.  Because  of  the 
national  epidemic  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  which  commenced  in  October  1967, 
considerable  inconvenience  was  caused  to  the  slaughterhouse  occupiers  for  the 
rest  of  1967.  In  one  or  two  instances  slaughtering  was  actually  stopped 
pending  "Cleansing  and  Sterilising"  in  order  to  prevent  any  cross  infection. 

Poultry  Inspection. 

In  the  district  we  now  have  one  poultry  establishment  where 
slaughtering  and  "rough  plucking"  of  the  poultry  is  carried  out. 

The  total  average  through-put  per  week  is  3,300  birds.  Ho  details 

are  available  as  to  the  number  of  birds  voluntarily  condemned.

Disposal  of  Unsound  Food. 

All  diseased  and  unsound  meat  and  offal  is  stained  green  before 
leaving  the  slaughterhouses  and  removed  to  authorised  premises  for  sterilisation 
and  all  raw  knacker  meat  sold  for  pets’  meat  is  stained  before  sale. 

Other  unsound  foods  are  disposed  of  on  the  refuse  tips  where 
several  loads  of  material  immediately  cover  it. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUG-S  ACT,  1955 

(a)  Sampling  of  Milk  and  Other  Foods, 

The  duty  of  sampling  milk  and  other  foods  for  the  purposes  of 
Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  falls  upon  the  County  Council , 
and  I am  indebted  to  Mr,  J.  Markland,  B.Sc.,  F.RoLC.,  County  Analyst, 
for  the  following  reports- 

”233  samples,  including  143  Milks,  were  taken,  in  this  area, 

A formal  sample,  of  Canned  Lumpfish  Roe  contained  a non- 
permitted  colouring  matter.  Only  one  other  can  was  left 
in  stock  and  this  was  destroyed.  The  importers  were 

cautioned. 

A sample  of  Cake  Decorations  and  two  samples  of  Sweets 
also  contained  a non-permit ted  colouring  matter.  Caution 
Notices  were  issued. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

A Plum  Pudding  containing  a piece  of  metal  was  submitted 
for  examination  following  a consumer  complaint.  The  metal 
was  copper  but  it  was  not  possible  to  give  the  origin”. 

(b)  Preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed  or 

preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 


During  the  year  no  new  premises  we re  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  meat  products,  giving  a total  of  20  premi.se s registered 
under  Section  1 6 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 s 14  in  connection 
with  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  meats  intended  for  sale  and  6 fish  friers. 

(c)  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream. 

Under  Section  1 6 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  5 new 
registrations  were  made  during  the  year,  giving  totals  as  2 premises 
registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream,  and  11.8  premises 
registered  for  the  sale  only  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  summer  months,  four  samples  of  ice-cream  manufactured 
in  the  district  were  taken  as  a check  on  cleanliness  and  efficiency 
of  manufacture.  All  samples  were  given  the  Grade  1 category,  (entirely 
satisfactory),  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Derby. 

Arising  out  of  this  regular  sampling,  there  is  a spirit  of 
co-operation  between  manufacturer  and  District  Inspector  so  that 
strict  attention  to  methods  of  manufacture  always  keep  the  samples 

in  Grade  1.

Manufacturers  in  all  cases  were  only  too  anxious  to  co-operate 
and  eliminate  these  type  of  complaints,  but  in  four  cases  an  official  caution 
was  issued  by  the  Council,  as  they  considered  that  this  was  an  element  of 
neglect,  but  as  nothing  further  was  on  our  files  against  these  firms,  they 
were  given  one  final  chance. 

Here  I would  like  to  endorse  opinion  which  is  rapidly  growing, 
that  as  a local  authority  at  the  moment  have  to  judge  a case  in  isolation, 
it  would  be  far  better  for  all  people  concerned  in  saf eguarding  our  food 
supplies  if  a central  register  of  food  prosecutions  and  complaints  was  set 
up  as  has  now  been  compiled  in  the  London  Area. 

Even  an  informal  arrangement  at  County  Council  level  through  their 
public  analysts  department  would  be  of  great  benefit. 

( e ) Court  Proceedings . 

Two  cases,  both  of  which  were  successful,  were  taken  during  the 
year  at  the  local  magistrates  court,  details  are  given  below: 

(i)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  - SECTION,  2. 

For  selling  an  apple  pie  in  a mouldy  condition  a Nottingham 
Bakery  was  fined  £10.  0.  0do  plus  £5.  5*  Od.  advocates  fees.  Investigations 
revealed  that  the  particular  apple  pie  was  in  fact  22  days  old  when 
delivered  to  the  shop  premises  and  because  the  management  had  been  given 
an  assurance  that  these  products  had  a "Shelf  life  of  three  weeks",  it 
was  well  within  the  shops  own  coding  system.  Unfortunately  like  a great 
majority  of  products  today  the  pie  was  sealed  in  a cardboard  box,  so  no 
one  except  the  housewife  when  she  opened  the  box  would  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  mould  before  sale. 


(ii)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  - SECTION  14 

.AND  FOOD  HYG-IENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS , I960 

Because  of  the  continued  unsatisfactory  hygienic  state  of  a cafe, 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  person  carrying  on  the  business . 

In  all,  eleven  summonses  were  issued  under  Regulations  5,  14 
(three  separate  summonses),  15 ,16,1.8,19,20  and  23  (two  separate  summonses) 
to  which  the  occupier  pleaded  guilty  to  two  summonses  and  not  guilty  to  the 
other  nine*  Fines  of  £5«  0.  0d„  each  on  two  summonses  to  which  the  occupier 
pleaded  guilty  wei’e  Imposed,  but  the  remaining  nine  summonses  were  dismissed. 

However,  because  of  the  general  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the 
cafe  the  Magistrates  made  an  Order  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955  prohibiting  the  occupier  from  using  the  premises  for  the  maximum, 
period  allowed  of  two  years.  It  is  considered  that  this  Order  in  itself 
will  be  a sufficient  deterrent  for  any  other  person  to  use  the  premises 
in  their  present  unhygienic  and  totally  unsatisfactory  condition. 

At  th/s  stage  I would  like  to  add  that  details  of  thus  case  were 
sent  up  to  the  Ministry  of  Health" s Food  Hygiene  Advisory  Officer  as  many 
public  health  inspectors  like  myself  believe  that  the  legislation  should  be 
altered  to  anable  a closure  order  to  be  made  on  catering  premises  against 
anybody  not  to  just  the  person  convicted  of  offenses  under  the  food  hygiene 
regulations.  His  reply  was  that  this  particular  point  would  certainly  be 
considered  when  food  and  drugs  legislation  was  being  revised. 

(f)  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959- 
Brucellosis 


I wish  to  present  details  of  the  sampling  undertaken  by  your 
Public  -Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1967  for  the  detection  of  Brucellosis 
in  supplies  of  raw  farm  bottled  milk  within  the  district. 

This  sampling  commenced  partially  as  a result  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  17/66  but  also  following  the  joint  meeting  at  Matlock  of 
eleven  Derbyshire  Medical  Officers.  As  a result  of  this  meeting  it  was  agreed 
that  the  most  practical  approach  to  this  problem  would  be  regular  sampling 
on  a three  monthly  basis  by  District  Councils. 

Good  progress  was  made  up  to  the  end  of  October  when  166  samples 
had  been  taken,  but  sampling  was  then  discontinued  because  of  the  foot 
and  mouth  epidemig.

Individual  sampling  had  tc  be  resorted  to  wherever  a bulk  sample 
came  out  positive  and  altogether  iO  cows  proved  positive  carriers.  One 
cow  was  sent  away  for  slaughter,  but  the  remaining  9 were  isolated  on  the  farm, 
pending  the  lifting  of  restrictions  following  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic. 

Notices  were  served  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations,  1959  requiring  ail  affected  milk  to  be  heat  treated 
to  the  Medical  Officers  satisfaction  before  being  used  for  human  consumption. 

At  one  farm  because  positive  infection  of  a bulk  sample  from  the 
whole  herd  was  found,  the  farmer  decided  to  stop  retailing  raw  farm  bottled 
milk  and  this  correct  decision  by  the  farmer  was  further  'underlined  a 
little  while  later  because  a local  general  practitioner  notified  a case  of 
Undulant  Fever  in  a patient  of  his  who  had  been  consuming  this  milk  up  to 
the  date  of  the  farmers  decision* 

At  another  farm  the  farmer's  wife  herself  actually  contracted 
the  disease  and  was  treated  at  the  local  General  Hospital* 

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  I960. 

Many  routine  calls  were  made  to  every  type  of  food  premises, 
particular  emphasis  being  given  where  feed  is  prepared,  cooked  and/or 
served  on  the  premises  (s„g,  Restaurants,  Cafes,  Fish  and  Chip  Shops, 

Butchers  Shops,  School  and  Hospital  Kitchens). 

Besides  the  legal  proceedings  as  already  reported  a further  case 
had  tc  be  reported  to  our  Public  Health  Committee  and  ox  0^66 u.  i. rij? s <i 0 r*s 
authorised  because  at  a public  house,  conditions  in  the  kitchen  were  deter- 
iorating due  to  the  fact  that  the  existing  kitchen  was  now  overcrowded  due 
to  the  large  increase  in  meals  produced. 

However,  the  brewery  submitted  their  proposals  at  the  last  moment 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  premises  have  been  extensively 

modernised. 

Many  informal  notices  were  sent  to  other  businesses  notifying  them 
of  contraventions  of  the  regulations.  Examples  were,  poor  state  of  decoration, 
bad  hygiene  practises,  defective  or  dirty  equipment  etc-.,  but  I am  pleased 
to  say  that  in  all  these  cases,  we  received  the  full  co-operation  of  the 
occupiers,  and  in  addition  much  marked  improvement  was  carried  out. 

A comment  here  to  all  shoppers,  but  particularly  to  housewives, 
is  relevant  and  this  is  that  a word  of  praise  by  a shopper  will  do  a lot 
to  help  our  cause  of  "Good  Hygiene  mean  Good  Business",  and  of  course 
in  reverse  a word  of  disapproval  when  an  obvious  dirty  food  habit  is  seen. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  REGULATIONS  1966. 

On  the  1st  January,  1967,  these  Regulations  came  into  operation 
and  laid  down  very  similar  requirements  as  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 

Regulations  of  I960  to  (l)  the  handling  of,  or  erasing  in  food  in  any  market, 
market  premises  or  (2)  away  from  any  fixed  premuses.  Delivery  vehicles 
are  also  covered,  but  not  to  the  same  extent  as  those  from  which  food  is 
cooked  and  handled  in  any  way.  All  known  traders  were  circulated  by  letter, 
which  enclosed  a guidance  leaflet  for  their  use  and  advice.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 


Two  new  premi  ses  were  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit  for  the  firs' 
time  during  1967  (capacity  licensed  2,000  and  ^,000  gallons  respectively),  and 
extra  storage  tanks  were  installed  at  two  existing  premises  increasing  their 
capacities  by  6,000  and  ",000  gallons  respectively. 

One  premises  previously  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit  no 
longer  stores  petrol  and  steps  are  in  hand  for  the  2 x 500  gallon  tanks 
to  be  made  safe  by  infilling  with  cement  slurry.  The  premises  have  been 
removed  from  the  register. 

Altogether  there  are  now  71  premises  licensed  to  store  underground 
a total  capacity  of  205,100  gallons,  plus  1,696  gallons  at  seven  separate 
"can  stores",  and  all  premises  are  subject  to  an  inspection  before  the  renewal 
of  a licence  to  check  that  tne  conditions  of  the  licence  are  being  complied 
with.

During  1967,  one  new  caravan  site  licence  was  issued,  involving

Smoke  Control.  Areas  - Section  11 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  made  their  first  Smoke  Control 
Order  entitled  the  helper  Rural  District  (No, l)( Shipley)  Smoke  Control  Order, 

1967  which  covers  217  acres  (approximately)  of  the  parish  of  Shipley  where  it 
adjoins  the  Borough  of  Ilkestons  No, 3 Smoke  Control  Area.  Operation  of  Both 
Ilkeston  and  helper  Rural  Orders  are  timed  for  the  1st  October  1969  so  giving 
one  continuous  area,. 

Co-operation  by  neighbouring  authorities  on  this  type  of  matter  is 
the  only  practical  way  as  smoke  doesn't  obey  district  council  boundaries. 

Section  3 and  10, 

Two  applications  only  were  received  for  "prior”  approval  under  Section  3 
of  the  Clean  Air*  Act,  1956  - both  were  approved,  In  addition  chimney  heights  of 
35’ 0”  and  40*0”  respectively  were  agreed  to. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  resorted  to  during  the  year,  but  the  burning 
of  rubber  car  tyres  caused  a serious  nuisance  on  one  occasion  and  the  Council  had 
to  threat en  action  under  Section  16,  No  further  complaints  have  arisen  since.

Introduction. 

1967  is  the  third  full  year  of  implementation  of  the  Act  and  new 
registrations  were  all  confined  to  newly  built  premises  or  premises  at  which 
people  were  employed  fofc  the  first  time.  It  is  assumed  that  this  legislation 
is  sufficiently  well  know now  so  that  all  premises  within  this  district  that 
should  he  registered  have  done  so.  No  cases  came  to  light  when  inspecting 
a shop  for  other  purposes  eog,  food  hygiene,  that  ought  to  be  registered  under 
this  Act.  In  addition,  the  local  public  health  inspector's  detailed  knowledge 
of  his  particular  district  comes  in  most  useful  in  this  instance. 

Several  premises  changed  hands  during  the  year  under  review,  but  a 
fresh  Registration  Form  OSR  1 was  soon  completed. 

Inspection  of  Premises. 


Just  over  a quarter  of  the  premises  registered  received  a "general 
inspection"  during  196?°  The  only  reason  why  no  more  visits  were  possible  was 
the  amount  of  work  under  existing  and  new  legislation  and  since  the  1950's  the 
Public  Health  Department  have  had  their  full  share  of  new  legislation. 

However,  due  to  the  boundary  extension  proposals  incorporated  in  the 
Derby  Order,  1968,  when  this  district  looses  upwards  of  13,000  population  in  the 
parishes  of  Allestree,  Darley  Abbey,  and  part  of  Quarndon  to  the  Derby  County 
Borough  Council,  it  is  anticipated  that  more  time  will  be  able  to  be  allotted 
to  this  important  sphere  of  Environmental  Health. 

G-eneral  Provisions  of  Act, 


Unless  specific  mention  is  made  under  a section  heading  it  can  be 
assumed  that  the  working  of  the  Act  is  satisfactory. 

Cleanliness  (Section  1+) . 

Several  informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year  and  redecoration 
was  asked  for  in  three  of  them.  At  one  premise,  a catering  establishment,  it 
was  necessary  to  consider  the  absence  of  re-decoration  with  the  lack  of 
satisfactory  ventilation  and  ask  for  a larger  and  more  efficient  extractor  fan 
and  hood  over  the  stoves . 

In  connection  with  this  same  premises  legal  proceedings  were  recommend 
by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  but  proposals  for  a new  larger  kitchen  were 
received,  and  legal  action  was  deferred. 

Temperature  (Section  6). 

Lack  of  heating  in  a wholesale  warehouse  is  causing  concern  to  both  th 
employees  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors = Steps  are  already  in  hand  through 
the  District  Superintending  Inspector  of  Factories  to  go  into  this  question  more 
thoroughly. 

Washing  Facilities. 

One  problem  was  encountered  under  this  section  in  connection  with  a 
block  of  four  new  shops  with  all  the  necessary  requirements,  including  separate 
sinks  and  wash-hand  basins  but  without  hot  water.  This  was  immediately  taken 
up  with  a London  firm  of  Estate  Agents  who  were  letting  the  premises,  but  their 
reply  was  "cur  experience  in  the  past  has  been  that  no  matter  what  form  of  hot 
water  supply  we  install  in  any  shop  premises  it  is  generally  not  the  type  that  t 
tenant  requires." 

Nevertheless,  we  took  up  the  matter  with  them  and  they  have  now 
promised  to  tell  prospective  tenants  they  must  fit  the  premises  up  to  comply 
with  the  Act  and  will  adjust  the  rent  accordingly.

Only  one  accident  was  reported  during  the  year,  again  as  for 
1966  from  the  same  large  Supermarket  premises 

Here  the  accident  was  entirely  due  to  the  fault  of  the  female  shop 
assistant  in  misjudging  the  distance  to  a chair  when  sitting  down.  In  case  th< 
condition  of  the  chair  itself  or  a slippery  floor  was  involved,  an  investigatioi 
was  carried  out,  hut  nothing  useful  was  learned  from  the  visit  except  to  note  the 
the  female  assistant  had  been  wearing  high  need  shoes  at  the  time  and  these  may 
have  caused  her  to  loose  balance  easier  and  prevent  her  from  saving  herself.  1 
injuries  received  were  back  injuries  and  the  woman  was  absent  from  work  for  manj 
weeks. 

If  an  employer  is  sufficiently  conscientious  to  submit  a report  on  foi 
OSR  2 to  the  local  authority,  no  matter  how  trivial  it  may  seem,  a visit  should 
he  made  to  the  premises.  This  will  avoid  the  possibility  of  the  manager  not 
bothering  next  time  when  perhaps  there  was  something  more  serious  to  be  found 
ana  he  believes  that  no  one  is  interested  in  his  reports, 

General  Remarks. 


Again  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  obtaining  compliance  with 
the  Act.  Surveyors  and  Architects  etc,,  are  now  realising  the  value  of  half 
an  hours  discussion  with  the  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  Act  and  its  required, 
before  finally  setting  out  to  design  a new  office  or  shop  building.  This 
naturally  avoids  the  waste  of  everyone ’ s time  and  money  in  preventing  the  return 
of  plans  or  making  recommendation  when  they  are  submitted.

WATER  SUPPLIES, 

A number  of  water  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  mainly  because  the  provisions  of  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome 
waxer  is  ore-requisite  tc  the  approval  of  improvement  grants „ A series  of 
samples  from  each  premises,  and  during  1967,  nine  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Lao oratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  involving  three  dwelling  houses. 

When  supplies  are  reported  to  be  unsuitable,  attempts  are  made  to  obtain 
an  alternative  supply,  or  chlorination  of  the  existing  supply  is  suggested  along 
with  advice  as  to  means  of  eliminating  the  source  of  pollution,  and  as  a last 
resort  all  users  are  advised  to  boil  the  water  before  using  it  for  drinking  purposes. 

In  addition  a sample  was  taken  from  the  swimming  pool  at  a private  school 
because  of  a possibility  of  pollution  from  a nearby  stream*  'This  was  confirmed  and 
advise  was  immediately  given  to  reseal  the  defective  swimming  pool. 

At  the  request  of  two  occupiers  samples  were  taken  of  two  private  supplies 
one  a newly  sunk  borehole  (and  which  proved  satisfactory)  and  the  other  a spring 
supply  which  was  found  polluted. 

The  two  remaining  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  at  a private  Golf  Club 
which  used  a spring  supply  - these  were  found  satisfactory.

The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplies  have  been  received 
from  Mr,  ICGC  Edwards,  the  Engineer  and  General  Manager  of  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board, 


(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  auantity 
and  generally  satisfactory  in  quality, 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water. 

A total  of  150  bacteriological,  9 chemical  and  14-9  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the 
works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Rural  District,  Of  the 
150  bacteriological  samples,  2 indicated  the  presence  of 
colif orms , Further  check  samples  indicated  colif orm-free 
waters . 

The  supply  to  the  parishes  of  Mackworth,  Quarndon,  Allestree 
and  Darley  Abbey  is  derived  from  infiltration  tunnels  and 
the  River  Derwent  at  Little  Eaton,  together  with  a treated 
water  supply  received  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board. 

The  local  water  is  filtered  and  sterilised  at  Little  Eaton 
Works » 

The  remainder  of  the  Belper  Rjral  District  is  supplies  mainly 
with  water  received  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board, 

The  flouride  content  of  the  mixture  of  Little  Eaton  and 
Derwent  Valley  Water  averages  0,40, ppm  and  cf  Derwent  Valley 
Water  0.13* ppm,
